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_ Foresters and hunters returning 
from the foothill district south and 
West of Edmonton report this year a 


remendous increase in the number of |- 


field mice, Colonies-of these-little ani-. 
fiials have reached such proportions 
that in some areas they are blam 
with undermining large trees, leav- 
ing them with severed roots and litte 
foothold if the earth, In some in- 
stances it is stated that large trees 
have fallen in quite gentle winds. 
While experienced foresters doubt if 
the mice can ‘be hel@ responsible -for 
felling timber, pointing out that many 
of the trees in the affected district 
are ‘‘over-mature” and likely to crash, 
they do agree that the mice are more 
plentiful. This they ascribe to the 
“eycle.” Dr. Rowan of the university 
has, by observation, fixed this as re- 
curring every four years. Rabbits, as 
is well-known, become plentiful every 
nifie years, even to the point of over- 
running whole districts, only to die 
off again in large numbers in the 
cyclic progression. 

Scientists have been studying these 
strange cycles of abundant yield. 
Qnly last summer a conference was 
held in the forests of Quebec, attend- 
ed by experts from many countries. 
Attempts to connect the phenomenon 
with the eleven-and-one-half year 
sun spot cycle. seem to have heen 
abandoned as a result of the informa- 
tion there exchanged. Many animals 
follow the nine-year cycle, Every 
nine or ten years there is recorded 
a tremendous increase in their 
numbers, and then, just as suddenly, 
ther. comes disease and they die by 
the million. 


Generally speaking, it was found 
that about every nine years there 
were times of abundant productivity 
in plant and ahimal life covering most 


of the North American continent. The 


increase or decrease in the animal life 
was found to begin in the far north 


northward, reaching southeastern 
Canada after three years or so. Som 

most interesting curves were pre- 
sented by Dr. Ralph E. Delury, assist- 
ant director of the Dominion observa- 
tory at Ottawa. 
the cycle of nine and a half years is 
but little longer than the lunar circle 
of 8.85 years and almost exactly half 


of another lunar cycle of 18.6 years. | 


These two cycles of tidal activity may 
influence climate by stirring up ocean 
to the surface and thus_ influence 
waters, allowing cold layers to come 
atmospheric pressure and storm ares. 
Dr. Ellsworth Huntingdon supplied 
significant support for this lunar cy- 
cle of drouths and-of agricultural pro- 
ductivity: in the United States, with 
a period of 18.6 years when measured 
by the five cycles between 1837 and 
1930. During the same time there 
have been six financial panics separ- 
ated by five normal periods each of 
18.4 ; 

In his paper, Dr, DeLury suggested 
that there are three influences con- 
trolling these cycles—a sunspot cycle 
of 11.2 years average and the two 
lunar cycles already referred to. He 
stated also that the yearly deviation 
of the earth’s axis and its yearly 
revolution about the sun would pro- 
vide a definite rhythm in life and cli- 
mate. But even yet scientists are 
not ready to accept any explanation 
of cycles as final. They have been 
known and studied for hundreds of 
years. There was a cyclic law promul- 
gated in India many centuries ago. 
Possibly in a few more centuries all 
cycles may be charted, their cause 
definitely discovered. Once that is 
done, predicting the future will be 
routine—but even then it is doubtful 
if all men will be ready to meet the 
rainy day..-Edmonton Journal.

Place Men On Farms 
Saskatchewan Government Has Plan 
Plans for the placing of sfigle un- 
employed men on farms in the 
drought areas of Saskatchewan, un-

$5 per month allowance and the farm- 
er $10 per month, in certain cases,.

New Aid For Deaf 


Machine 
Great Help . 


The deaf soon may hear through | 
their fingers, thanks to an apparatus | 


which causes spoken words to tingle 
on the skin. 

Dr. Robert H. Gault, professor of 
psychology at Northwestern Univer- 
sity, Evanston, Illinois, and inventor 
of the machine, demonstrated its op- 
eration showing how various words 
“feel’’ differently. 

The apparatus consists of a small 


vibratdr in the hand of a deaf per-| 


son, connected with a microphone 


through a battery. When words are, 


spoken in the microphone the vibrator 
buzzes. 

“The words ‘automobile’ and ‘uni- 
versity,’ for example,” said Dr. Gault, 
“do not feel alike. 
feel is similar to that between a cake 
of soap and a keg of nails.” 


Dr. Gault said that “feeling speech” | 


still was not a complete success, but 
that it was a tremendous aid to the 
deaf, when combined with the visual 
process of lip-reading. 

Two exceptionally alert deaf sub- 
jects, however, have been able to feel 
stories of 250 words which they had 
ever read before Dr. Gault said.

During The Past Two Years 


Springing out of a desire to return 
to the land, the back-to-the-farm 
movement in Canada has attained 
such volume that, in the past two 
years, more than 43,000 persons have 
been transferred from city to coun- 
try. 

The movement has been singularly 
steady ever since the industrial de- 
pression became severe. It is not 
the result of government propaganda, 
of any campaign to “influence” city 
unemployed in favor of agriculture. 
In every case, the request for trans- 
fer has come from the individual. 

No pressure is being exerted from 
Ottawa to stimulate the movement 
and no financial assistance is being 
| given. . 

Federal officials believe that what 
pene: happened is this—thousands of 
farm boys and farmers left their 
|farms in the years of prosperity to 
|go to the cities, work in industry, 
enjoy the bright lights, The depres- 
|) Sion has taught them that farm life 
| has its peculiar advantages and they 
|are eager to return. The govern- 
;ment is trying to make the task easy 
| and is meeting with tremendous suc- 
cess, 

The 40,000 odd who have been lo- 
| cated are spread fairly uniformfy 
across the Dominion. They comprise 
| 3,500 men with familes and 25,000 sin- 
igle men. The general direction of the 
;movement is vested in the coloniza- 
| tion branch of the Immigration De- 
‘partment. Immediately the demand 
|arose, the department invited the two 
|rail\yay companies, both large land 
| owners, to co-operate. 

The land officials of the railways, 
together with the field force of the 
land settlement board, made careful 
surveys of rural Canada to discover 
farmers who desired a hired man, 


,and farms that were for sale. The 
railways had many saleable farm 
| properties, as had the settlement 


board. 

The business of connecting the city 
unemployed with the desired rural lo- 
cation then began. Single men were 
|found positions with farmers, and, 
wherever possible, were placed under 
|contract for one year. : 

Married men were found farms 
close to the cities in which they lived, 
and within their means. Long term 
payments at low interest also were 
arranged. 
| It was found that thousands of 
nfarried men, unemployed and with 
| little hope of employment, are not 
penniless. They have savings of 
from $200 to $500, sometimes more, 
and this is sufficient to make a small 
payment and leave something for the 
initial expenses. 

So general is the desire of unem- 
| ployed to go on the land, that many 
agencies outside the three mentioned, 
/are becoming active. Some effort 
will be made to bring these agencies 
under central direction in the imme- 
diate future, This will prevent du- 
plication of work nnd will ensure uni- 
formity of treatment. The view pre- 
vails at Ottawa that the soundest 
| policy is one which refuses all subsi- 
|dies or financial aid, In this way, 
| those placed on farms are believed to 
have a better chance of permanent 
success, ‘N 


More Americans Are 


Settling In Canada 


Tide Of Immigration Flows the Other 
Way Now 

The flow has reversed in regard to 
immigration between Canada and the 
United States. Instead of Canadians 
crossing the border to seek their for- 
tunes, citizens of United States are 
;condng to Canada. 

In the three months, July, August, 
and’ September, no fewer than 4,181 
Americans came to Canada to settle, 
;and this number included 1,243 of 
English descent, 473 of Irish parent- 
age, and 490 of Scottish descent. 
| In the same period of time a total 
of 2,965 emigrated to Canada from 
| the British Isles and European coun- 
| tries. Those from the British Isles 
|numbered 212 Irish, 1,112 English, 443 
| Scottish, and 46 Welsh. 


| Immigration regulations require 
that the newcomers must have 
enough money to tide them over for 
one year.

Frequent Coal Mine Accidents 


Take Lives Of 100 Men Monthly In 
Unk tates 

Too much impoftant news is in the 

air for many of us to pay attention 

to the burial of six more coal miners 

in.a gas explosion near Wilkesbarre, 


Pa. Four were dead when rescuers 
- reached them, and only two were 
saved.. 


Despite safety campaigns, more 
than 100 men are being killed every 
month in American coal mines, Coal 
mine accidents killed 107 men in Sep- 
tember, 112. men in August. In the 
first nine months of 1931, the toll was 
1,079 miners. 

For every million tons of soft coal 
mined three miners must give their 
lives, for every million tons of anthra- 
cite six must die.

The lakes of Manitoba will be re- 
plenished with many millions of 
whitefish next spring if spawn collect- 
ed by the game and fisheries branch 
of the provincial government hatches 
up to expectations. The latest accumu- 
lation of whitefish spawn gathered 
from the Dauphin River spawn camp, 
includes 61 million eggs. Of this, 21 
million eggs were shipped by Cana- 
dian National express to the Winni- 
pegosis hatchery and the remainder 
were placed in the provincial hatchery 
at Gull Harbor on Heela Island, Lake 
Winnipeg.

Armament Truce 


One Year Truce Goes Into Effect As 
From November Ist 

A one year truce in armament con- 
struction, dating from November 1, 
went into international effect on the 
authority of Chairman Aristide Bri- 
and, of the League Council. 

An announcement from the League 
secretariat under M. Briand‘s signa- 
ture said that some 50 governments 
had declared their willingness to ac- 
cept and consequently the truce had 
become an established fact. 

A numberof governments made 
their acceptance conditional on reci- 
procity, it was pointed out, and such 
reciprocity-had been achieved. Many 
replies were said to have contained 
interpretations and observations, but 
all appeared to be in. keeping with 
the spirit of the League’s resolution. 

The leading powers participating 
are Great Britain, the United States, 
France, Italy, Germany, Japan and 
Russia. Others are Argentina, Uru- 
guay, Peru, Finland, Bolivia, Belgium, 
Denmark, Chile and Poland. 

The League Assembly adopted a 
resolution at its final meeting on Sep- 
tember 29, calling on the governments 
invited to the 1932 disarmament con- 
ference to “give proof of their desire 
for a successful issue of efforts to in- 
sure and organize peace, and to re- 
frain from any measure involving an 
increase in armaments.” 

The truce originally was advocated 
by Foreign Minister Dino Grandi, of 
Italy, in the form of a ‘“‘gentlemen’s 
agreement” to suspend virtually all 
arms building on land and sea and 
in the air for one year as a gesture 
of faith in the forthcoming confer- 
ence. 

The fact that the truce has been 
made effective is interpreted as an 
optimistic augury for the success of 
the arms meeting in February, and as 
counteracting to some extent the war- 
like situation existing in the Far East.

Leaning Tower Of Pisa 


Steps Being Taken By Italian Govern- 
ment To Preserve Odd Structure 
A leaning structure whose parts 

are firmly bound together will con- 
tinue to stand so long as a vertical 
line drawn through its centre of grav- 
ity passes within the base. A commis- 
sion appointed by the Italian Govern- 
ment found that the inclination of the 
tower at Pisa was about sixteen feet 
and that the inclination was increas- 
ing at’ the rate of about one-third of 
an inch in ten years. At that rate-in 
about 300 years the inclination of the 
tower would increase to the. point 
where the line of gravity would fall 
outside the supporting foundation and 
the walls would begin to fall. Steps 
are being taken to reinforce the soil 
around the foundation by the gradual 
injection of hardening material such 
as cement.—The Pathfinder.

Health Insurance . 


Victoria, Nov. 380—British Col- 
umbia, through its legislature, will 
be urged to adopt state health insur- 
ance next year by the Health Insur- 
ance Commission, it wac indicated 
Saturday when that body met to pre- 
pare its final report. This report, 
outlining a plan of insurance will be 
given to the House early in the = 
session. 

Whether this province is "going “ 
adopt health insurance or not thus 
will be a definite issue at that ses- 
sion. The overwhelming public sup- 
port of the principle of insurance 
which the commission has — received 
indicates that the House will favor 
it. 

The government’s chief concern is 
lest the scheme cost the ‘treasury | 
anything.

The Six-Day Week | 


Soviet Russia has made it difficult 
for even the most prejudiced not to 
admit that she has the courage to | 
make experiments and the courage | 
to admit their failure. | 

The latest experiment of the Rus- 
sians to fail is the five-day week. It 
has been cancelled and a six-day week 
substituted. The failure was due to 
the fact that business was’ handicap- 
ped. If several people were needed | 
to be on hand to complete a piece of 
business, it was necessary to find a 
day on which all of them would be | 
employed. Thus it was difficult to | 
rotate the Yabor scientifically. Fur- 
thermore, the volume of work to be} 
undertaken at the present time in| 
Russia is so great that it is really | 
advisable for all the Russians to be 
working up to the_limit of their cap- 
acity. 

It must be noted that this failure, 
like that of the system of equal wag 
es for all, was due to the specific 
circumstances in which Russia finds 
herself. It is not necessarily a final 
conclusion, and the question remains 
an open one. Russia is a little pre- 
cipitous in her experiments, and we 


are a little reluctant to attempt.
